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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10,13-15,17-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

• No prior art was found teaching individually or suggesting in combination a 
reflector including a plurality of off-axis reflector segments each having a focus 
at a perimeter of the reflector and a plurality of light emitting elements disposed 
at the foci of the off axis reflector segments in combination with each off axis 
reflector segment having its focus disposed at a perimeter of one or more other 
off axis reflector segments; the off axis reflector segments defocused relative to 
the off-axis reflector segments to produce a diverging lamp illumination. No prior 
art was found teaching individually or suggesting in combination a sidewall 
defining a perimeter surrounding an interior region and three or more 
intersecting curved reflective surfaces disposed In the interior region, each 
curved reflective surfaces defining an off-axis reflector segment having a focus 
disposed at the perimeter and oriented to reflect light emanating from its focus 
out a reflector aperture defined by the sidewall, the three or more Intersecting 
curved reflective surfaces having at least three lines of intersection. 

• Lisowski (2004/0145910) although teaching a housing having at least one 
aperture, a reflector within the aperture comprising at least one reflector cup 
having a front curved surface, at least one light source positioned in a plurality of 
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light sources circumferentially spaced around the outer edge of the reflector, 
Lisowski fails to teach or provide motivation for the above recited limitations of 
the instant invention. 

• Wehner et al (2004/0042209) although teaching a multiple amount of joined and 
overlapping curved reflective surfaces with a multiple amount of light sources 
placed along an edge of each reflective surface, Wehner fails to teach the 
abovementioned limitations of the instant invention, particularly the teaching of 
each reflecting surface having a respective focal point at the perimeter of the 
reflector/reflective surface.
